COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


Again the ever busy hands of time have made the 
annual round, thus reminding us that the year has closed, 
and with it comes the duty of the commissioners to render 
a report of their business transactions for the year ending 
December 31, 1906, together with the reports of the super- 
intendent of farm, jailer, physican, chaplain, auditors, 
sheriff and treasurer. 

The general management of the county farm and house 
of correction has been as in years past under the able and 
efficient supervision of Mr. and Mrs. A. A. Whitman as 
superintendent and matron, and we feel satisfied that they 
spare no pains to do all in their power for the welfare, 
happiness and comfort of the unfortunate as it is possible 
to do. We feel that their position is a trying one and 
one that requires more than the ordinary sagacity and 
foresight. For their interest shown in the management of 
the farm and the friendly disposition shown us at all 
times we tender them our sincere thanks. 

J. A. Craig, M. D., of Westmoreland has attended to 
the wants of those at the farm who have needed medical 
assistance, in a way pleasing to the commissioners, and so 
far as we know, beneficial to the inmates. C. S. Walker, 
M. D., of Keene has looked after the outside poor in Keene 
and vicinity in a painstaking manner. To them we also 
extend our sincere thanks. 

There will be no chaplain’s report, owing to the death 
of Rev. George H. French who had ministered for some 
years past to the spiritual welfare of the inmates. Mr. 
French was untiring in his religious instructions. His 
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pleasant and genial companionship will be greatly missed 
by the inmates. His was a work well and faithfully done. 

The health of the inmates of the county farm, generally 
speaking has been good. Most of those, who are taken to 
the farm, are there on account of some mental or physical 
misfortune, therefore, their general health is much below 
that of an equal number of the community in general. 
For at their home before coming to the farm, they did 
not, nor could they have the care or comforts that they 
receive at the farm, suffering as many of them have from 
colds and hunger before consenting to come. 

It is true, they cannot have all the comforts of home 
here, that they might or would have if they had the 
means to provide for their own wants, but in many cases 
their comforts are vastly greater than some of them have 
known for years. 

The care and attention shown the sick by the super- 
intendent, matron, assistants and physician is much 
greater than the credit given them. The conveniences for 
the care and welfare of the sick are not such as your com- 
missioners would like or desire they should be, and we 
cannot but feel that there should be a hospital building’ 
built, thereby placing the sick in a position where they 
could be more easily and faithfully cared for, and much 
to the benefit and advantage of the inmates. We, there- 
fore, suggest and recommend that a building be built for 
such purpose. 

On the ninth day of September, 1906, a fire started 
from some unknown cause in the unused attic over the 
cook room, and for a while gave evidences of being a very 
disastrous one, but owing to the well. arranged and 
equipped facilities for fire protection, and the earnest and 
faithful work of the employees, convicts and inmates, it 
was extinguished without great loss. To them for their 
kindly and friendly assistance, we extend our sincere 
thanks. 

We have bought for the county some four hundred 
dollars’ worth of hose and put on a fire escape to the 
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large dormitory at the farm, giving better fire protection 
and making the chance of an escape from the building in 
case of fire much better. 

The insurance paid was four hundred and seventy-five 
dollars, which nearly or quite covered the loss. 
The buildings belonging to the county are in good 
repair. | 

During the year we have repaired and refurnished the 
court room and halls at an expense of some two thou- 
sand dollars. | 

The cost for the support of the inmates at the farm 
and house of correction is $2.24 per week. If you should 
add to this the interest on the plant at five per cent, it 
would make the cost per week $2.83. This may seem a 
large price, but when you take into consideration the 
general increased costs of all kinds of provisions, and the 
_ price of labor, and the heating of the buildings by steam 
and lighted by electricity, so that they are nice and warm 
by day or night, and that the buildings are furnished 
with closets, and that the inmates are furnished with 
comfortable clothing, physician and nurses, can you well 
see how it could be furnished at a very much less cost? 

We are told in the’ Holy Writ, that ‘‘The poor we 
have with us always.”’ It was so in long years gone by, 
and it is so today, and it will be so in the many years to 
come. The poor are our brothers and sisters, and as such 
they are entitled to good, humane and kindly treatment, 
and to be comfortably and warmly clad. We gainsay that 
no one wants or desires to see them scrimped down so 
that their happiness and comfort will be taken away, and 
that their poor and penniless condition will be taken as a 
crime, and their being sent to the county farm a punish- - 
ment, and thus save to the county a few paltry dollars. 

We do not believe such to be the case, but on the 
other hand that the general desire is that they shall be 
economically, well and judiciously cared for, so that the 
name of going to the county farm will not have that 
dread, for which it has had in years past. 
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We cordially invite all persons interested in the cause 
of humanity for the carrying out of which principles the 
county farm is designed, to make it a visit and judge for 
themselves its workings, and ascertain as to the comforts 
of those who chance to be its inmates. 

The commissioners extend their thanks to the ladies 
of the W. C. T. U. of Keene for their kindly remembrances 
at Christmas time, and could they but know how highly 
they were appreciated by the inmates, not only they, but 
all other like societies would increase their labors to carry 
on the good and noble work. 

The jail has for the past year, as in years past, been 
under the excellent care and management of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. S. Tuttle. We have found the food furnished of good 
quality and a general cleanliness throughout the whole 
premises, and they have our sincere thanks. 

We also feel that the agents in the several towns have 
cooperated with the commissoners and are trying to keep 
their expenditures at a minimum figure. To them and to 
the employees of the county institutions, we wish to ex- 
tend our hearty thanks.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 





To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Citizens 
of Cheshire County: 

I herewith submit to you the following report: 

In looking over the last report I find there have been 
23 less admitted to the almshouse in 1906, than in 1905, 
two more discharged, two less deaths, and nine less re- 
maining Jan. 1, 1907. 

Rev. G. H. French, our chaplain since 1902, died Oct. 
2, since which time we have had no regular chaplain, con- 
sequently there will be no chaplain’s report. Mr. French 
was a man much esteemed by all, and performed his 
duties in a conscientious manner, and we miss his cheerful 
presence. 

Two years ago it was thought best to dispose of most 
of our stock, and replace with a line of Jersey cows, and 
a comparison of the returns for cream for the years 1903 
and 1904 with the years 1905 and 1906 show that it 
was a profitable shift, and I think there is a chance for 
still greater gains, by making further changes. In looking 
back to 1903 and 1904, I find we received $948.72 for 
cream, and for the years 1905 and 1906 we received 
$1,544.51, making a gain of $595.79 in favor of the 
Jerseys, or a total of $2,493.23 for the four years. 

My relations with the commissioners have been of 
the pleasantest, and it must be gratifying to the tax 
payers of this county that the commissioners desire to see 
all of the unfortunates under their charge here well cared 
for, and much has been done to make their surroundings 
more pleasant, convenient and sanitary, and when the 
time comes that we may have a suitable hospital, a long

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felt want will have been supplied. We very much regret 
that there is soon to be a change made in the present 
board of commissioners, by the retiring of Mr. Frank E. 
Nesmith, who has at all times shown that he is in perfect 
sympathy with the worthy unfortunates under his care— 
thoroughly conscientious and reliable. 

In closing, I would once more thank our efficient help- 
ers in the carrying on of our work, also our many friends 
who have in any way contributed to the comfort or 
pleasure of the inmates.

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Cheshire 

County: 

GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my report as physi- 
cian for the Cheshire county almshouse for the year end- 
ing December 31, 1906. As usual, this institution has been 
exempt from contagious or infectious diseases with the 
exception of tubercular patients. At the request of the 
state board of charity, which was in keeping with modern 
thought and protection for others otherwise not afflicted 
with tuberculosis, it was deemed imperative that some 
accommodations should be furnished for the isolation and 
treatment of tubercular inmates. Therefore, during the 
year, a small building has been rented to carry out this 
project. The results have been very satisfactory, so much 
so, that several patients have left the institution, improved 
to the extent of resuming manual labor. And, with one 
exception, have thus far been able to earn their own 
living. 

Twelve deaths have occurred. 

In conclusion I desire to thank the superintendent, Mr. 
Whitman, and matron, Mrs. Whitman, the county com- 
missioners and all the employes of the institution for their 
kindness and courtesy during the past year.

The increase in the number of commitments over last 
vear is latgely due to receiving the eighteen day men the 
past year, which have previous to 1906 been sentenced to 
Keene. : 

I expressed a desire to have these short term men sent 
to the farm, believing that they would prove to be good 
laborers, and less liable to escapes, and the record shows 
that we have lost a very small per cent of the whole 
number committed, but we find our small and unsuitable | 
quarters to be a great inconvenience to ourselves, as well 
as to the convicts, and unless the change from license to 
no license in Keene, proves to be the means of lessening 
the number sent here from Keene and other towns, it will 
be absolutely necessary to arrange for more commodious 
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quarters, as it seems that we could use this class of people 
here to good advantage—providing suitable quarters are 
secured. 

The commissioners have purchased three steel cells for 
use in connection with our house of correction, which will 
be of great advantage when handling convicts requiring 
stronger quarters than those in general use. | 
| It may not be out of place here to give some family 
status of those committed here the past year, as I have 
been surprised at the large per cent of single men committed 
here, although the passage of scripture which we find in 
Gen. 2, 18, which says, “it is not good that man should 
be alone,’’ may not apply here as a reason why single men 
have so largely predominated. 

I find 147 have declared themselves as single, 25 as 
widowers and 12 as married, while one is not given, 
which makes the 185, whose average age is between 35 
and 36 years.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 





To the Honorable Board-.of County Commissioners for the 

County of Cheshire: 

GENTLEMEN:—I beg leave to submit my report as 
solicitor for the period extending from January 1, 1906, to 
December 31, 1906, inclusive. 

The only civil actions in which the county has been 
interested were the one in Sullivan county, described in my 
last report, in which the claim made by the county of 
_ Cheshire was denied, and one in which was brought to the 

attention of the court the question of the support of a 
pauper in Fitzwilliam, which was decided adversely to the 
county. 

The following criminal actions have been prosecuted, or 
are now pending. 

APRIL TERM, 1906. 

The cases against Edward Brown and Royal Cook for 
rape were dismissed owing to the fact, that upon investi- 
gation, the character of the state’s principal witness did 
not prove to be such as to justify further prosecution. 

Joseph Bantrova was tried by jury for assault with 
intent to kill in the town of Walpole, and was found not 
guilty. 

Emile Labrie was indicted for keeping liquor for sale 
in Jaffrey, and as he had spent several months in jail, 
being unable to secure bail, previous to the term of court, 
the indictment was placed on file. 

Anthony Betz pleaded guilty to keeping liquor for sale 
in Dublin, paid a fine of $25.00 and costs of $37.10 and 
received a sentence of two months in jail, which was 


suspended. 
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John Lee pleaded guilty to three indictments for selling 
and keeping for sale liquor in Fitzwilliam. On one indict- 
ment, he paid a fine of $100.00 and costs of $37.50 and 
received a jail sentence of sixty days, which was suspended. 
On the other two indictments, sentences of $100.00 fine 
and sixty days in jail in each case were imposed, which 
were suspended. Mr. Lee is an old man and a veteran of 
the Civil war. 

Waldo J. Wheeler was indicted for a subsequent offence 
for keeping liquor for sale in Richmond. By direction of 
the attorney general the case was placed on file upon pay- 
ment of costs, Mr. Wheeler having leased his hotel. 

John Roulland was indicted for keeping for sale and for 
selling liquor in Harrisville. In one case he paid a fine of 
$25.00 and costs and received a sentence of sixty days in 
jail, which was suspended. The other case was continued. 

Charles A. Sargent was indicted for keeping for sale 
and selling liquor in Rindge. As he was put in jail soon 
after the October term of court and was unable to secure 
bail, he received suspended sentences of sixty days in jail 
and $100.00 fine and costs in each case. 

Forrest S. Lowell was indicted for subsequent offence’ 
for keeping liquor for salein Swanzey. By direction of the 
attorney general, the case was placed on file upon the pay- 
ment of costs. 

Philip Germaine pleaded guilty to keeping liquor for 
sale in Winchester, paid a fine of $50.00 and costs of 
$25.00 and received a sixty days’ sentence in jail, which 
was suspended. 

Francis W. O’Connor of Keene was indicted for cruelty 
to his crippled child. An arrangement was made whereby 
the child was committed to the home at Franklin and its 
control and custody taken entirely from Mr. O’Connor. 
As he was the father of a large family and its only means 
of support, the case was dismissed upon this arrangement 
being perfected. 

Benjamin Mattherson and Walter O’Leary, the former 
under twenty-one years of age, were indicted for burglary 
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in Jaffrey. They pleaded guilty, and as it developed that 
at the time they were under the influence of liquor and the 
articles taken were of small value, and were restored, the 
court imposed a sentence of one year in jail, which was 
suspended, and ordered that they pay costs of $60.00, 
which was done. | 

Oren W. Hopkins of Westmoreland pleaded guilty to 
counterfeiting, and was sentenced to spend six months in 
jail and pay costs of prosecution. 

Delia Sharkey of Keene, pleaded guilty to concealing 
the death of a bastard child and Lucy Sharkey, her 
mother, and Fred Sharkey, her brother, to being accessory 
before the fact, and each received sentences of six months 
in the house of correction at Westmoreland, and was 
ordered to pay the costs of prosecution. 

Euclid Croto pleaded guilty to. keeping for sale and 
selling liquor in Troy, was sentenced to pay a fine of 
$50.00 and costs of $45.00, which he did, and spend sixty 
days in jail, which was suspended during good behavior, 
in one case, and to pay a fine of $50.00 and spend sixty 
days in jail in the other, all of which were suspended. 

William Rogers was indicted in three cases for keeping 
for sale and selling liquor in Troy. He left the state before 
the indictment was procured and the cases were therefore 
continued. 

Charles Crain of Surry was indicted for enticing away 
Florence Burroughs, a minor child. He had not been 
apprehended at this term, but subsequently the couple 
-were married and the case was dismissed at the October, 
1906, term. 

Fred Frazier was tried by jury for keeping liquor for 
sale in Troy and was found not guilty. 

Joel Frazier was tried by jury for keeping liquor for 
sale in Troy and was found guilty and was sentenced to 
pay a fine of $100.00 and costs and spend sixty days in 
jail. He appealed to the supreme court, which failed to 
sustain his exceptions, and he is now boarding in the 
county jail.

Frank Howard was indicted for obtaining money under 
false pretenses from H. E. Messenger of Stoddard. As his 
whereabouts were unknown at the time, he had not been 
apprehended, and has not as yet been apprehended, and 
the case was therefore continued. 

Arthur H. Chickering of Westmoreland attempted at 
the end of the April term of court to enter an appeal from 
the police court of Keene, which had found him guilty of 
assault. The entry was later made that the judgment of 
the police court be afhrmed. 

OCTOBER TERM, 1906. 

Vaschi Czenovos was indicted for murder in Fitz- 
william, pleaded guilty to murder in the second degree and 
was sentenced to not less than thirty nor more than 
thirty-two years in state prison. 

Benjamin F. Wheeler pleaded guilty to selling liquor in 
Keene and was sentenced to pay a fine of $200 and costs 
of prosecution and to spend sixty days in jail, all of which 
he has done. He was indicted also for keeping for sale, 
but the case was continued. 

Abram Jolly pleaded guilty to burglary in Alstead and 
received a sentence of nine months in jail. . 

Archie Peters pleaded guilty to burglary in Keene of 
some fish of small value. He was therefore sentenced to 
three months in jail, and as he had been in jail for some 
time prior to October, the sentence was suspended during 
good behavior. 

Fred M. Davis pleaded guilty to larceny of various 
articles from G. H. Tilden & Company of Keene and 
received a sentence of not less than three years nor more 
than five years in state prison. 

Frank Pelky was indicted for keeping for sale and sell- 
ing liquor in Jaffrey. In one case, he paid a fine of $100 
and costs of $74.31 and spent sixty days in jail. In the 
other a fine of $100 and costs of prosecution and a sen- 
tence of sixty days in jail were suspended. 

Walter E. Ward was indicted for a subsequent offence 
in keeping liquor for sale in Winchester. As he was then 
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serving a sentence of sixty days upon a mittimus issued 
on occount of an indictment found in October, 1905, the 
case was continued. 

Frank Chapin pleaded guilty to giving liquor to a 
minor in Gilsum. He was ordered to pay a fine of $200, 
spend thirty days in jail and pay costs of $25. As there 
were extenuating circumstances, the fine and jail sentences 
were suspended and the costs paid. 

Wallace Page pleaded guilty to an aggravated assault 
upon an officer in Swanzey and received a sentence of one 
year in jail and was ordered to pay costs of prosecution. - 
The jail sentence was suspended, as Page has a large 
family dependent upon him for support and had already 
spent considerable time in jail. 

Fred Beauregard of Keene was indicted for burglary 
and sentenced to pay the costs of prosecution and spend 
six months in jail. As he was in jail some time, the 
articles taken were of small value and were taken when he 
was under the influence of liquor, the jail sentence was 
suspended. 

There have been various other minor complaints pros- 
ecuted before the police courts and disposed of, among 
which are: 

Leon E..Sebastian paid a fine of $50.00 and costs for 
keeping liquor for sale in Swanzey. 

Frank Moschette paid a fine of $50.00 and costs of 
prosecution for keeping liquor for sale in Fitzwilliam. 

W. E. Barrett paid a fine of $25.00 and costs of pros- 
ecution for keeping liquor for sale in Winchester. 

There are no other actions now pending, either civil or 
criminal, in which the county is a party, other than such 
as will be reported to the next grand jury in April. 

Little progress seems to have been made in furnishing 
occupation to persons confined in jail. We have a piece of 
county road not very far from Keene and it seems to me 
it would be well to emulate the example of some other 
communities in making jail sentences as distasteful as 
possible to the prisoners, by compelling such prisoners, if 
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other occupation cannot be furnished them, to break the 
rock necessary for macadamizing this road. Certainly, 
some effort should be made in the direction of giving 
employment to the prisoners. 

In connection with the prosecution of liquor offences, 
I wish to call to the attention of the commissioners, and 
through the commissioners the attention of the people at 
large, to a somewhat lax disposition on the part of people 
who pretend to be interested in liquor prosecutions in ren- 
dering assistance to the officers. Many of those who pose 
as favorable to the enforcement of both our prohibitory 
and license laws are more successful obstructionists in the 
enforcement of such laws than are many of the men who 
are engaged in the illegal traffic in liquor. Particularly do 
these remarks apply to those men in various towns who 
have not sufficient courage to be known in connection with 
liquor prosecutions and yet insist upon making anonymous, 
or what they term ‘‘confidential’’? communications to the 
solicitor, with the request that their connection with the 
matter be entirely concealed. It seerns to me that the 
efforts of organizations favoring the enforcement of these 
laws cannot be better expended than in creating a better 
moral tone among this class of people. 

In this connection also, I wish to call attention to the 
fact that many towns have chosen prosecuting agents who 
are decidedly unfavorable to the enforcement of the liquor 
traffic, even though such towns have voted not to permit 
the trafhe in intoxicating liquor within their limits; one 
town going so far as to choose as prosecuting agent a 
man who had just been released from jail, where he was 
confined for having violated the very laws he was ap- 
pointed to enforce. The voters in towns who vote for no- 
license should not feel that their duty ends when they have 
deposited their ballots, but should see that proper officials 
are chosen who will aid in the prosecution of offences 
against the liquor laws. Until this is done, efficient enforce- 
ment of these laws is a mere possibility.
